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HOUSE ROUS FOR THE SHMARILII 

1) The 1971 rules for the game of Diplomacy as published by Games Research 

Inc, will bt used for all regular games. 33m rulebook oan be purchased from GRI. 

2) All orders mat be submitted on paper no smaller than a 3 by 5 card. Only 
one set of orders, for one country, for one gam, for one season should be on 
one pdeoe of paper. All orders oust have the following; legible writing, either 
the Boardman number or the sine number, name of country, name of season, present 
date, and signature of player. 

3) Any errom which are brought to the attention of the GM before the next season 
will be immediately corrected. Any errors which are found after that will be 
corrected at the di acres a ion of the GM, depending upon how they effect the gam. 
k) The GM encourages such items as general orders, two sets of orders sailed 
separately, and tentative orders nailed upon receipt of the sine. The set of 
orders with the latest date will be used. Late orders will be accepted only upon 
very unusual oireumstaneee. Anything whioh is mailed one week before the deadline 
will be accepted. An extension of the deadline will be granted if a reasonable 
-cuase is given and this privlige is not abused. 

5) General orders will be accepted for a three year period. The more specific 
these orders are in directions and alms, the better off you will be If they 
are used. 

6) Phone calls will be permitted, provided they are followed by mailed orders 
which are mailed within two days. But there is a warning, the GM works at least 
two nights a week. Orders will not be accepted which reach my wife rather than 
me. Also no phone calls will be accepted which reach me after lliOO PM EST. 
The GM also likes to talk on the phone, so save your money and get your orders 
in on time. 

7) Deadlines will be three weeks. 

8) Games can be ended by a vote of all active players agreeing to end the 
game. The game will be declared a draw at the time of the vote. As far as the 

GM is concerned, games will continue until there has been four game years without 
any change in supply centers. 

9) Countries will be assigned by the use of a preference Hat. 

10) There will be five seasons. Spring moves, Sumner retreats. Fall moves. 
Autumn retreats, and winter builds. How they are grouped together will depend 
entirely upon the circumstances . 

11) Propaganda will be accepted subject to the laws of good taste and 
libel. Black propaganda will not be allowed. Black propaganda is defined as 
propaganda whioh attempts to seem like it cane from someone else. 

12) A player may resign and name his own replacement as long as he is not 

now nor has ever been a player in the same game. Anyone who misses two conaeoutive 
moves or three nonoonsecutive moves will be replaced. Anyone who resigns without 
notice will be bared from playing in another game run by the GM. 

13) Any other problems which might arise and are not handled by any of the 
previous rules, will be settled in a manner oonsistant with any interaction 
between adult intelligent people. If that' doesn't work, an impartial knowledgable 
outside observer will be called upon to mediate.

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EUROPE-1939 



Out on the West Coast a nmr game is being developed and circulated called 
EUROPE-1939. It «u developed in its original font by Ed Jaooutot bat it being 
play-tested in two variants by Dennis Ball and Am Vagts. It is FBM only and consists 
of 8 players in ona version and 5 in another, fho gas* la probably unique in that 
it is composed of the entire European theater of operations in wwn and contains 
land, sea, and air warfare in addition to diplomacy. The game was inspired by Rich 
Locals «s BATTLE PLAN and contains aany of its features in an expanded font. 

Each player btoonss the head of a European country as it existed in 1937 and 
leads it through the diplomatic and arms race years to 1939 when war may be 
declared. During the last two years of that decade each player builds upon his 
starting strength (all starting strengths are unequal at the beginning) for the 
war to com. Every country in Europe at that tine is represented except for neutral 
Switserland. The countries not represented by a player are know as "Minors" and 
are subject to control byplayers. Switzerland exists in the presence of a newspaper 
published by the moderator to give the neutral press's version of events as they ' 
occur on the continent and on the sea. This feature is the medium whereby the 
players learn of the overall situation of play. 

Diplomatic messages between the players are suplimentated by formal treaties 
which are filed with "The World Court", a binding entity controlled by the moderator. 
The game also contains such features as "Declarations of war", "Annexation", 
"Ultimatums", etc. 

The land untis are divided between Army and Armoured units in divisional 
strength. Air Forces consist of tactical air units attached to the land forces, 
and separate bomber and fighter commands for offensive and defensive action against 
peeduotion facilities in each country. Naval units consist of individual vessels 
such as CV»s, B8*s, Cruisers, Destroyers, transports, and submarines. Submarine 
warfare proves to be not only interesting but rampant. The CV's carry their 
own air forces to act against surface vessels. 

Another feature includes research to build one or more "secret weapons" 
from a list that contains most of the technical advances (such as radar) that 
ooeured during WWII. Not only are there spies to seek hidden information but 
also "saboteurs" to seek out and damage or destroy work on these secret weapons. 

land forces must move over bodies of water in convoy and are subject to 
naval action. These convoys also transport "expeditionary forces" which can be 
loaned to an ally in difficulty. The game tends to evolve into allied opponents 
in its initial stage and trade treaties permit exchange of hardware between these allies. 

The whole game is played over a well prepared map of Europe as it appeared 
in 193? and is divided into over 100 land and 100 sea aones. Each major nation 
contains 7 to 11 Bones depending upon its slee and all minor nations are one sone 
each. There are some simple but unique features of movement and combat in this sone 
system. 

This game should appeal to those who like a more complicated game for PEM 
and one which permits them to control the whole destiny of a nation in WWII. Ton 
can step right into the shoes of Hitler and Mussolini, or Stalin and make all 
the same mistakes they did, or, assume your own identity and win the war your own way. 

A new cine in conjunction with EUROPE called DER KAMFFVERIAG is being 
launched and waiting for subscribers. The first two issues are free with subscription 
rates to be announced, while The Combat Press will be heavy on EUROPE-1939, it will 
also contain news about Nuclear Destruction, Battle Plan, Diplomacy, and other 
aspects of the PEM world. The editor is accepting articles and other contributory 
material and is offering free want ads for the first two issues.

This artiotle has attempted to clarify some of the issue involved in rating 
systems, point out weaknesses in certain ratings currently in use, and propose 
two changes to what is currently the soundest one*
